TREATMENT OF BITES. 


How to Handle Stings of Insects and 
Snakes In Emergency Cases. 
Spider, tarantula, scorpion and centt- 
ped bites and stings are not usually 
fatal in temperate climates unless in 
the case of children or if the bite or 
sting is near the throat. They often 
cause severe symptoms, but free per- 
spiration by a hot bath and the drink- 
ing of hot water will give relief, says 
the Brooklyn Eagle. To keep the 
swelling down cover the bitten part 
with fomentation cloths wrung out of 
hot water that contains soda. Give a 
saline injection to free the alimentary 
canal, a mild cathartic and give plenty 

of fruit juices to drink. 

For the bite of a poisonous serpent, @ 
dog, cat, rat bite or any other infected 
bite put a Hgature around the Hmb 
between the heart and the wound, 
draw it tight and immerse the wound in 
hot soapsuds made with carbolic soap 
or soda. Then open the wound and 
squeeze it under the water, so as to 
encourage free bleeding. Do not suck 
it with the mouth, as is so frequently 
directed. A dry, warm glass inverted 
the wound for a short time will 
often help by keeping up the bleeding 
and washing out the venom or virus. 
If it is several hours before the physt- 
rives, as is often the case in the

Since that time she bad re- 
ceived two letters from him, one in 
October 1905, and the other in Novem- 
ber 1904, in both of these letters he 
spoke of getteng a divorce. 

Last September he called upon her 
where she was working as a domestic 
at Portland, and wanted her to aes 
him the little daughter that had been| 
born to her and of which she claimed | 
he was the father. This she refused to 
do and he then left. She had writteh | 
him two letters which had been sent to 
Braintree where she supposed that he 
was boarding. 

She denied that at any time she had 
gone under any other name, or that she 
had been previously married. She fur- 
ther said that she was now 22 years of 
age and that she was 18 when married. 

Mrs. Murphy No. 2 said that she first 
met him ona train and that she had 
been married to him at Braintree, June 
21, 1905. They lived at 23 Summer 
street at first, and then at 3 Summer 
street. They lived together as man and 
wife until March 17, 1907, when he left 
her. Two weeks before he left she had 
found two letters from the Portland 
woman, ip which the latter spoke of a 
child and asked him for the child’s 
sake not to get a divorce. 

Murphy was represented by J. W. 
McAnaroey and offered no defence. The 
court found probable cause to believe 
him guilty and held him in $1000 for 
the grand jury. 

In an interview with a representative 
of the Daily Ledger after the hearing 
Mrs. Murphy, the Portland woman, 
said that she first met Murphy in 
Prince Edward Island as he lived in the 
same town as she did. She was but a 
little girl at the time and remembered 
his coming to the school she attended. 
At this same school were a brother and 
sister of his who were her playmates. 
Later she moved to Portland and at 
Christmas time in 1902 he called to see 
her and they were married the follow- 
ing April. 

While living together in Portland she 
had found a picture of a woman and lit- 
tle girl among her busband’s effects 
which she asked him about, He admit- 
ted that the picture was that of his wife 
and little daughter from whom he had 
not been divorced. ‘This alarmed her as 
to her own standing, and upon further 
questioning he had told her not to wor- 
ry as that woman would not bother her 
any. She had the picture in question ip 
court. Sbe then asked her mother 
about it, who told her that if the story 
was troe she was bot his legal wife. It 
was but a short time after this when he 
left her. She said that her child was 
now with her mother and that she was 
working out in a doctor’s family at 
Portland.

This method produced collosal re 
sults A vineyard which formerly 
yielded from 80 to 50 hectolitres (the 
norma! production of hillside vine 
yards) was made to produce 200 hecto 
litres. Over-production aud fraudulent 
wine then steadily beared prices until 
after the enormous crops of 1899 and 
1900 it fell at one time to 2 francs a 
hectolitre, as against a normal price of 
from 20 to 30. This crisis was followed 
in the northern districts by the @rewth 
cof the manufacture of wine from sugar 
acd chemicals, and when the price of 
sugar fell, after the denunciation of the 
Brussels agreement in 1903, the grow 
ers themselves were in the business of 
adulteration by wholesale. 

The Temps printed a tablebiving the 
names of scores of communes Where the 
output of Wine exceeded two and three 
fold the quautity of grapes grown. One 
district threw 18,470 hectolitres on the 
uational market. The an.ount of spu- 
rious Wine sold also bad the effect of 
reducing consumption and the substitu 
tion of beer among the working classes 

Physicians found it deleterious and 
among the common people the first ad 
monition was always agalust the use of 
wine. Among the middle classes it led 
to the gradual increase of total abst! 
nence, and today there are thousands 
of French families who never have 
Wine upon their tables, whereas 20 years 
ago the drinking of Wine was universal 
it is estimated that 500,000 people in 
Paris do not drink wine 

While the rigorous suppression of 
fraudulent wine will undoubtedly 
greatly relieve the situation of the 
growers, it is the opinion of the closest 
students of conditions that there will 
still be over-production and that the 
only effective remedy for the present 
distress will be the return of a large 
area of ground now planted in vine- 
yards to wheat, potatoes and other 
products of agriculture.

Lone Survivor of Party of Five May 
Not Recover From Exposure 
New Haven, June 3.—Edward Auth 
of Brooklyn was brought here last night 
on tug Wyoming, the sole survivor of 4 
party of five men, the other four mem- 


bers having been drowned when the 
sloop Belle capsized in a heavy sea off 
Norwalk in Long Island sound. Auth 
is in &@ precarious condition as a result 
of hours of buffeting by the waves as he 
clung to the overturned boat before he 
was taken off by the Wyoming. The 
others of the party were Jacob Auth, 
brother of Edward; August Jaeger, 
Otto Pfleger and George Glazer. 

According to Auth’s story, the party 
left this city Saturday in the sloop for 
their homes in Brooklyn. They put 
into Bridgeport Saturday evening and 
speut the ulght there. They left that 
city yesterday morning and when off 
Norwalk stopped to fix the machinery. 
A heavy sea was running at the time, 
and in some manuer the boat capsized 
end all the men were thrown into the 
water, Auth’s companions made at 
tempts to cling to the craft, but slipped 
of into the water and were drowned. 
Auth held on until late yesterday after 
Hoon When the wreck was sighted aud 
Le Was rescued by the tug.

CLEANING FURS. 


How to Treat Them at Home When 
They Arce Soiled. 
Keeping white furs clean is like 


keeping linens looking fresh, for both 
need much attention and frequent 
cleansing, says the Washiugtenu ‘Times, 

Of course if women afford to 
have furriers do this work need 
uot be so particular about preventing 
thelr iwufts from 
getting soiled, but when the cleansing 
must be done at bome too much care 
eaunot be taken to keep them clean, 
for the process of cleaning ermine, 
coney, angora or any of the white furs, 
real or imitation, is a long, tedious one 
that takes much strength. 

To begin with, they must be put out 
ou a line and well sunned and aired 
for a day or two; then they must be 
Whipped geutly, yet firmly, with a rat- 
tau stick until no dust files when they 
are pounded. When the loose dirt is 
out, the furs may again be hung on a 
line in the sugshine, while a bath of 
white saud and furrier’s sawdust, mix 
ed half aud haif, is heated in an oven 
When hot, the pleces must be put into 
this cleanser and the sand and saw 
dust rubbed weil into the fur 

The sand when hot 
grease and dirt from the fur, and the 
Sawdust absorbs ft. If after one such 
rubbing the fur does not look as clean 
as is desired, the process should be re 
peated. When the dirt is out, the gar- 
meut or muff must again be pounded 
with & rattan stick to get out the sand 
aud sawdust. Following this beating, 
the fur should be placed in a pan flied 
With corustarch or pilaster of paris, 
which must be rubbed well into it, 

After elther whitener bas been work 
ed well into the pieces the furs must 
agaip be put out of doors and whipped 
with a stick to get out the white dust, 
for if not shuken or beaten the plaster 
of paris or cornstarch will rub off on 
the clothing, which is unpleasant. 

With chinchilla little can be done to 
ward cleansing except a gentle beating 
With a rattan stick. And this whip 
plog must be lightly done, for the skin 
is so fine and tears so easily that a 
person cannot be too eareful in the 
beating, and the best plan Is to have 
it cleaned by a furrier. 

Beaver, mink sud mauy of the furs 
with heavy skins are cleaned exactly 
as are the ermine and other white 
pleces, with the exception of the final 
rubbing on of cornstarch or plaster of 
paris. The first beating to get out the 
dust, the airing and bath of white sand 
and sawdtist must be given these furs 
to properly cleanse them. Pony coats 
may be successfully cleaned in the 
same way 

With the-bheavy, long furs, such as 
Alaska raccoon and opossum, 
the airing and pounding with a heavy 
rattan stick are essential, but the hot 
sawdust aud sand are omitted for the 
use of 4 comb with short teeth, known 
as a furrier’s comb 

Sables, like chinchillas, must be care 
fully treated, and the safest plan ts to 
send them to au expert when they need

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RIOTS BREAK OUT AFRESH 


Non-Union Men Fare Badly at the 
Hands of a Boston Mob 
Boston, June 4.—After a period of 
teamsters’ 
for 


comparative quiet in the 


strike, which has been in force 
Bbout two months in this city, a series 


of riots occurred in South Boston last 
evening that caused the most turbu- 
lence of any time since the strike began. 
In the midst of the wid excitement 
some boys pulled in an alarm, calling 
fire apparatus needlessly to the scene. 

The rioting began while one of the 
Brine company’s teams was returning 
to its stable in South Boston. Through 
a mistake in orders the team was tem- 
porarily left unguarded by the cus- 
tomary police detail. A group of men 
and boys saw the defenseless condition 
of the team, on which were three strike- 
breakers, and soon it was surrounded 
by several hundred men and boys. 

Sticks and stones were hurled at the 
strikebreakers and two of the men 
were badly bruised in the head and 
face with heavy The driver 
was not hit and kept his team going 
until a squad of police rushed to the 
scene and dispersed the mob. The two 
injured men were taken to a police sta- 
tion and treated. 

Further on the mob gathered again 
and made a bold attempt to get through 
the police detail at the driver, but were 
beaten off by the officers’ clubs, after

Force Exerted by the Heart. 

The force exerted by the heart equals 
120 tons lifted one foot. In other 
words, the work of the heart is equiv- 
alent to raising its own welght 20,000 
feet in one hour.

I 
have about 300 men on my pay rolls 
and some of them have been with me 
a long time. For instance the fore- 
man of the canvas men has been with 
the Robbins Show for over 30 years, 
and of course understands how to 
handle the men in the difficult daily 
task of erecting and taking down the 
big tents. All the departments are 
under capable heads and the result is 
that, although there is much to do, 
everything goes like clock work, as 
every man understands what is ex- 
pected of him and fills his own place 
in the big organization.

Governor Guild in closing his mes- 
sage says: “Every approach to mo- 
nopoly demands a greater measure of 
public regulation and control, for if the 
state does not control the railroad the 
railroad is reasonably sure to control 
the state. I believe that this session 
should not close in silence on this ques- 
tion. It should leave behind it some 
safeguard of the public interest. The 
promise that there will be no stock- 
watering is contingent on the life and 
health of a single man, or at best an 
existing board of directors. It should 
be crystalized into law.” 

Governor Guild suggested the exten- 
sion of the statutes relative to the su- 
pervision of rates and fares by the rail- 
read commission or the withdrawal or 
curtailment of any existing prifileges. 


Says Watering Has Been Begun 
June 6.—Attorney William 
BR. Lawrence, representing the Law- 
rence family of Medford, among the 
heaviest stockholders of the Boston 
and Maine railroad, declared in an in- 
terview that the stock watering al- 
ready had been done by the New Ha- 
ven road, its stock having been ad- 
vanced revently from $82.000,000 to 
$121,000,000, no one knowing what it 
Pepresents. 

Mr. Lawrence charged that Mellen’s 
proposed union of the two great rail- 
road systems of New England would 
be an ideal scheme to foster stock spec- 
wiation by merely diverting through 
traffic from the Fitchburg or some other 
of ‘the Boston and Maine leased lines 
to the New Haven line for a year and 
then diverting it from the latcer road 
the next year.

The old retort buildings are to be 
remodelled and will be used for a 
distributing office.

During the past few days a large 
gang of men have been at work laying 
a twenty inch main on Canal and 
Brackett streets from near the corner 
of Newcomb street. This is the main 
pipe which will supply and keep the 
holder full. When it is understood 
that up to the present company’s tak- 
ing charge, that two six inch supply 
pipes only were used from the works 
to supply the city it will be readily 
seen that the present company are 
planning to give the citizens a plant

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SAILED AROUND BOSTON 


‘Airship Came to Grief After Being 
Blown Out to Sea 

Boston, June 7.—The breaking down 
of his motor, which allowed the airship 
he was navigating to be blown out to 
sea, came near resulting in a fatality 
for Lincoln Beachy off Revere beach. 
Beachy had made @ sensational jour- 
ney from Revere beach to Boston, sail- 
ing high over Boston’s tallest struc- 
ture, the Ames building, and passing 
ever the steeple of the Park Street 
church and the state house dome, 
finally landing on Boston common, 
where thousands of people were at- 
tracted by the unusual appearance. 
Beachy delivered a message to the goy- 
ernor and then rose in his airship for 
the return trip. 
When the aeronaut was a mile or 
more off shore in Boston harbor, after 
leaving the city, his motor broke down 
and the airship was fast being blown 
out into the harbor. Beachy managed 
to partially fix up his engine so as to 
get back to the vicinity of Revere 
beach. Several hundred feet off shore 
the balloon settled rapidly and it looked 
as if Beachy would be thrown into the 
water and entangled beneath his air- 
ship. 
Men in rowboats and launches nearby 
selzed the aeronaut’s drug-rope and 
started for shore, towing the airship, 
which was finally beached without 
damage, while the navigator was taken 
off in the boat. 


Police Say Assault Was Committed 
Boston, June 7.—Miss Edith C. Good- 
rich, aged 32, who was found insensible 
on the floor in her father’s home at 24 
Moreland street Tuesday morning, with 
bruises about the head and concussion 
of the brain, died last night. The girl 
did not recover consciousness at all. 
The family of the woman ascribe her 
injuries to an illness of long standing 
in which she may have fallen and re- 
ceived the injuries that caused her 
death. The police are working on the 
theory that an assault was committed 
and an arrest is expected. 


Despondent Man Killed Himself 
Lynn, Mass., June 7.—After an un- 
successful attempt to kill his wife, Pe- 
ter Daignon, a shoemaker, shot himself 
fatally at his home. Daignon had been 
in poor health for the last two years, 
and for about a year had been unable 
to work. It is supposed that despond- 
ency due to his ill-health led to his act. 
The bullet merely grazed Mrs. Daig- 
non’s left arm, but was fired at so close 
a range that the sleeve of her dress 
caught fire. 


Municipal Ownership Favored 
Wrentham, Mass., June 7.—All the 
church bells were rung and all the fac- 
tery whistles sounded when the an- 
nouncement was made that as a result 
of a special town meeting, held Jast 
night, the town is to have a municipal 
wafer plant and a municipal electric 
ght plant. An appropriation of $50,- 
C00 was voted for the water plant, but 
the appropriation for the electric light 
system will go over to the regular town 
meeting. 


Alleged Acid Thrower Held 
Boston, June 7.—Stating that the 
crime charged was a state prison of- 
fense and out of his jurisdiction to im- 
pose punishment, if convicted, Judge 
Fallon fouud probable cause against 
William H. Tobin, charged with 
throwing acid on a horse of the R. H. 
Brine Transportation company, and 
Leld him in $1000 bail for the Suffolk 
county grand jury. Tobin was unable 
to furnish bail and was sent to jail. 


School For Teaching Housework 
Dedham, Mass., June 7.—-The will of 
the late Frank B. Cotton of Brookline, 
which provides for a $250,000 industrial 
school for Boston women and girls, 
where housework and domestic science 
will be taught, was filed in the probate 
court here. By the terms of the will 
d:stant relatives and friends will have 
the use of trust funds for life; then 
these funds will revert to the found- 
ing of the school. 


Receiver For Department Store 
Boston, June 7.—Lee M. Friedman, an 
attorney, was appointed receiver in the 
United States circuit court for "the 
Dodge-Spear company, a large depart- 
ment store doing business In this city. 
It Is understood that there Is a large 
number of creditors scattered through- 
out the country. The assets are under- 
stood to be much in excess of the lia- 
bilities.

Unwritten Law Recognized by Jury; 

Columbia, S. C., June 7.—John Ja- 
cobs, a negro, Was acquitted of mur- 
dering his wife and her paramour, John 
Jobnson. Jacobs went home one night 
and, finding the two in a compromising 
pesition, killed both by beating in their 
heads with a hammer. The jury based 
their verdict upon the unwritten law, 
remaining out but 15 minutes. The 
verdict was cheered by the large num- 
ber of negroes present. 


A Golden Wedding Celebration 

Stockholm, June 7.—The golden wed- 
ding of King Oscar and Queen Sophia 
was joyfully celebrated throughout 
Sweden.

Guild said 
that he had decided to appoint two 
dock commissions to look after dock- 
ing facilities in Boston and this an- 
nouncement aroused much enthusi- 
asm. 

Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston stirred 
his hearers to great applause by con- 
demning the big trust companies and 
banking institutions of the state for 
not loaning money on good Massa- 
chusetts property, and for sending it 
to build up western cities and develop 
western resources. “Get busy with 
Massachusetts money and use every 
cent our people are saving for the 
benefit of Massachusetts,” he ex- 
claimed, amidst «cheering. 

Ex-Mayor Quincy of Boston spoke 
of the development of transit facili- 
ties in Boston, and Congressman 
Weeks said that the national govern- 
ment now has under consideration 
plans for the development of harbors 
and other public needs which, when 
carried out, will add much to the 
wealth of the ‘Bay State. 

In the eveniug the Massachusetts 
Real Estate Exchange held its regu- 
lar monthly dinner at the American 
House where addresses on trade de- 
velopment were delivered by promi- 
nent men.

Boston Gets Busy 
For Old Home Week 


Boston promises to be one of the 
most talked about cities in the United 
States for the next few weeks—and all 
on account of an idea born in the 
mind of its energetic mayor, John F. 
Fitzgerald. 

Boston Old Home Week, July 28 to 
August 3, has been set aside to enter- 
tain former residents of the city. 
Not less than 100,000 visitors are ex- 
pected and in consequence the Hub 
is in a bustle of preparation and en- 
thusiasm over the affair. A commit- 
tee of 1000 citizens was appointed by 
the mayor, from which an executive 
committee of 75 was selected. The 
executive committee holds weekly 
meetings at the mayor's office. A 
smaller committee of 16 members, 
known as the Administrative commit- 
tee, holds frequent meetings and is 
really the working force of the organ- 
ization. 

Numerous sub-committees have 
been appointed, such as committees on 
parades, decorations, illuminations, 
baseball, reunion, finance, fishermen’s 
race, historic sites, horse show, hotel 
and room, music, names and address- 
es, press and publicity, retail mer- 
chants, rowing regatta, transportation, 
veteran firemen’s muster, wheelmen’s 
meet, etc., and are hard at work on 
their different assignments. 

Not less than $100,000 will be ex- 
pended by Boston in entertaining the 
home-comers. The city has appropri- 
ated $25,000 and the balance is being 
raised without difficulty by popular 
subscription. Some of the best known 
financial men in Boston are serving on 
this committee. 

Probably the feature of Old Home 
Week which will appeal most strongly 
to the visitors and linger longest and 
most delightfully in their memory will 
be the decorations. This important 
matter is not to be left to the haphaz- 
ard judgment of individuals or firms, 
but a harmonious color scheme and a 
unity of design will govern all decor- 
ations whether public or private. Mr. 
C. Howard Walker the famous artist 
and architect has been engaged to 
take charge of this matter and some- 


thing unusual, striking and artistic 
may be expected. 
The Old Home Week committee 


has also been exceedingly fortunate in 
securing the co-operation of men of 
such national reputation as _ Lieut.- 
General Nelson A. Miles, U. S. A., and 
Major General William A. Bancroft 
in arranging street parades. The civic 
and trades procession on Wednesday 
will probably eclipse anything ever 
given in Boston, while the military 
parade on Saturday will include the 
mobilization of the entire state mili- 
tia. 

Historic pilgrimages to Quincy the 
city of Presidents, and other places, 
and also dedications will play a most 
important part and the members of 
the different patriotic societies are 
doing most noble work in preparing 
the way for the notable celebration 
in this respect.

gress on April 4, 1818, when it wWas 
enacted: “That from and after the 


fourth day of July next, the flag of 
the United States be thirteen hori- 
zontal stripes, alternate red and 
white; that the Union be twenty stars, 
white in a blue field, and that on the 
admission of a new State into the 
Union, one star be added to the Un- 
ion of the flag; and such addition 
take effect on the fourth day of July 
hext succeeding admission.’ 
Snee 1818, twenty stars or sovereign 
States have been added to the Union 
making forty-five in all. 

Since the struggle of 1861-1865, the 
Flag has become the symbol of a 
mighty nation. It has been carried 
to the utmost parts of the earth, 
carrying liberty wherever it has been 
thrown to the breeze. Americans can- 
not fail of a feeling of pride and satis- 
faction, nor restrain the swelling of 
patriotism in the breast, when we 
contrast the meaning, in far distant 
lands, of ours and other flags dis- 
played together. 

The stars and stripes within the 
recent past have come to possess 
new beauty for friendly eyes and new 
terror for the foes of liberty.

The cold weather had had little effect 
on the grass, and the rains have given 
it a thick, luxuriant growth.

And here 
the farmers will face another difficulty, 
for the late planting will mean that the 
growing crops will have boed at 
the time when baying must be begun, 
and the combined work will be almost 
more than mauy of the farmers can 
handle. The shortage of farm help, of 
which complaints come from all see- 
tions, will be felt with particular keen- 
ness at that time.

ADVISE SELLING OUT. 


An Unusually Frank Statement of 
Failure by a Board of Public Service. 


In an exhaustive report to the city } 
council ‘the board ¢¢ public service of | 


Bellefontaine, O., recommended the 


selling of the muuicipal gas plant on | 


the following grounds: 


“The gas plant is no longer necessary | 
public | 


to and does not furnish any 
service. 

“The mains in the principal streets 
are very old and wil' require in the 
future expensive repaim 


“The plant is in as good condition to- 


day as it is possible to put the present 


system, and to change the system wil! 
require another bond issue. 

“The average price received from the 
sale of gas is very little if any lower 
than a private corporation would give 
to our people, but is as low as any gov- 
erning board the people may elect can 
make and keep the plant in its present 
condition and meet all the require 
ments and pay bonds and interest, as 
has been the policy of the present 
management, 

“Four years ago it was necessary to 
issue $15,000 of bonds to build a new 
holder and install coal gas bench and 


necessary machinery, and auother is- | 


sue of bonds to the extent of $12,000 
to pay overdrafts in the banks, 
$5,000 more to put new mains in San 
dusky street before it was paved. 
These ‘bond issues should have been 
unnecessary if the plant had been op- 
erated with a view of self support, but 
gas being furnished part of oa 
citizens for much less than cost, and 
the remaining citizens, even if they 
did not use were compelled to 
stand a bond issue for which each tax 
payer became equally responsible to 
get the plant on its feet. And, as his- 
tory repeats itself, you will find a re- 
quest in the future, as in the past, for 
bonds to keep the plant in condition 
if the price of gas is lowered, and we 
wish to say in this connection that 
with the election for members of this 
board almost a year in adyance there 
are candidates who are grooming 
themselves today with a view of catch 
ing popular favor and riding into office

elected on that issue and their prom 
ises and pledges are carried out you 
may expect a request for a bond issue, 
and when we realize that we are now 
bonded to our legal limit, how will the 
money be furnished?

“Is it right or just to tax those peo 
ple who do not use gas to keep up 
this plant, either by taxes or bond is- 
sues, when they derive no service, ei 
ther personally or as citizens from pub- 
lic service, from the plant?

SEVENTEEN PER CENT A YEAR. 


Depreciation of the Electric Plant In a 
Minnesota Town—Interesting Holdup. 
The burning down of the municipal 

electric light plant of East Grand 
Forks, Minn., has probably settled the 
question of its abandonment, which 
was under discussion prior to the fire. 
A well informed correspondent writes 
that “the plant has furnished a some- 
what indifferent service and did not 
earn enough to pay the fuel and labor 
acceunts, to say nothing about inter- 
est on investment, depreciation, etc.,” 
in spite of its charging private custom- 
ers $120 a xear for 1,200 c. p. ares on 
moonlight schedule. 

_As East Grand Forks is a berder 

town and right across the Hine in 

North Dakota (a prohibition state) is 

the city of Grand Forks, about 90 per 

cent of the business houses in East 

Grand Forks are saloons. Many of 

these got their electric lights from a 

private company in Grand Forks, be- 

cause the service was better and the 

price lower, until the council passed a 

resolution to the effect that no saloon 

would be licensed unless it patronized 
the municipal plant. 

There is a curious discrepancy be- 
tween the various reports as to the 
value of the plant. In January: the 
city authorities reported that the plant 
had cost $32,000. Three months later 
they estimated the fire loss at $10,000, 
although we understand that the plant 
is entirely destroyed, and adjusted the 
loss at $5,060, the plant having been in- 
sured for $8,400. As it was installed in 
1902, it looks as though the deprecia- 
tion amounted to 84 per cent in five 
years, or 17 per cent a year. The plant 
will probably not be rebuilt. 

Medford’s Plant Out of Date. 

F. H. Farrar, superintendent of the 
tity electric light plant, states that the 
plant is out of date and practically 
useless, According to his statement. 
the plant is worth about $10,000, and 
it would require an expenditure of 
$15,000 to make it serviceable, while a 
new plant would cost about $20,000. 
The majority of the council favor the 
employment of an electrical expert to 
make a thorough examination of the 
plant and report on the same.—Elec- 
trical World.

The Tenderfoot.

Do you 
think I’m here to make a sure bet with 
a tenderfoot to get his money un 
fairly? I know a blind man that can 
beat you on a race.” 

“Blind?” 

“Stone blind. I'll bet 
can climb to the top of 
sooner than you.” 

“It seems to me,” I replied, “a bet 
like that would be all in my favor.” 

“Do you take the bet or take water?’ 

There was a cold blooded, disagree- 
able look in the man’s contemptuous 
glance that irritated me beyond 
measure. 

“Of course I take the bet. Hé who 
dances must pay the piper. If you 
insist in calling me a tenderfoot, you 
must hand out the cost.” 

It was then arranged that I and a 
half dozen others were to start from 
the base of Pike’s peak the next morn- 
ing and that if a blind’ man beat me to 
the top I was to lose the bet. The 
money was put up, and we broke up to 
go to bed. 

The next morning we met at an ap- 
pointed rendezvous. Dykeman was 
there, and a good nap had evidently 
taken away his disposition to taunt 
me, for he treated me very civilly. I 
vainly endeavored te discover from the 
looks of others of the party whether 
they considered the contest in a sert- 
ous light or not and made some re- 
marks to draw them out, but every 
man seemed to have bottled himself 
upon the subject, and I got no satis 
faction.

WANT A \NT A SECOND MESSAGE 


Men Opposed to Great Railroad Mer- 
ger Appeal to Governor Guild 
Boston, June 13.—Hearinugs on Goy- 

} ernor Guild’s so-called “merger” mes- 
sage were finished by the legislature's 
@ommittee on railroads yesterday after 
noon. The final session of the hearing 
was taken up by several business men 
opposing the combine or favoring re 
strictive legislation and by Representa- 
tive Dean and ex-Representative Dan 
jel J. Kiley, both of whom were strong- 
ly opposed to the combination of the 
Boston and Maine and the New Haven 
in one control. It was decided to post- 
pone the appearance of Attorney Gen- 
eral Malone and Chairman Jackson of 
the railroad commission before the 
committee's executive session until to- 
day. 

In the fear that the legislature may 
not pass legislation aimed to prevent 
the absorption of the Boston and Maine 
by the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, those who are fight 
ing the merger are preparing to make a 
final appeal to Governor Guild to take 


drastic action along the lines of the 


anti-merger message which he sent to 
the legislature last year. 

Governor Guild, it is said, has al- 
ready been strongly urged to send an- 
other message to the legislature, in 
view of the facts brought out at the 
hearings, and Attorney Brandeis, who 
represents minority stockholders of the 
Soston and Maine, predicts that the 
governor will send a message urging 
the legislature to do all possible to 
block the merger. 


Result of Family Row 

Boston, Jane 13.—In a family row 
at 989 Bennington street, John Scori, 
35 years old, was killed and his brother- 
in-law, Joseph Tortorella, 35 years old, 
has a bullet wound In his abdomen 
which will prevent his recovery. Scori 
Was away from home all day and when 
he returned his wife scolded him for 
his absence. He struck her on the 
head with a revolver; she ran to the 
home of her brother; Scori followed and 
tried to break in the door. Finally 
when Tortorella opened the door Scori 
fired the shot at him and the wounded 
man fired four at Scori, who returned 
three before he got a fatal one in the 
heart. Both men had three children. 


Fear of Public Sentiment 

Boston, June 13.—Attgrneys repre 
senting Lewis Harris, charged with 
the murder of Michael J. Cunningham, 
applied for a change of venue in the 
superior court. Harris was a non-un- 
ion teamster and is charged with shoot- 
ing Cunningham during a demonstra- 
tion against strikebreakers. Tke 
change of venue was asked for on the 
ground that public sentiment in Boston 
was such that the defendant could not 
reasonably expect to have 4 fair trial. 
Judge Lawton took the matter under 
ecusideration. 


Bounty Bill Veto Sustained 

2oston, June 138.—The house leaders, 
by a little missionary work yesterday, 
performed the feat of defeating the 
veterans’ “gratuity” bill upon the ques- 
tion of passing the bill over the veto of 
the governor. It Is the first time that 
the bill has been defeated in the house, 
which sent it through with the neces- 
sary two-thirds over the veto of Gov- 
ernors Bates, Douglas and Guild iast 
year. The vote yesterday was 100 In 
favor of passing the bill over the veto 
avd 75 against. 


Peculiar Accident Results Fatally 

Boston, June 138.—Miss Ann @GQ. 
Witherell, who was shot in the head 
last Sunday ulght during the playful 
antics of a pet dog at the home of her 
sister in Braintree, died last night at a 
local hospital. The animal was chas- 
ing a ball across the floor when he 
bumped against a loaded shotgun lean- 
ing against the wall, knocking it down. 
The buckshot with which the weapon 
was loaded entered the young woman's 
head. 


Long Sentence For Firebug 

Winsted, Conn., June 13.—In the case 
of Edward L. Goldsmith, charged with 
having twice attempted to set fire to 
the Northfield Knife works, the jury 
returned a verdict of guilty on both 
counts. Goldsmith was sentenced to 
state prison for not less than two nor 
more than four years on the first count 
and for two years on the second count. 
in a previous trial the jury was unable 
to agree.

Boston, June 13.—Four rings and a 
watch valued at $500, and becatise of 
their associations worth many times 
that sum to the owner, were stolen 
from a room in the Hotel Brunswick.

The governor thinks 
that as the supreme court bas held 
that it is illegal for a city to sell fuel 
the Ice bill would be unconstitutional. 


Heavy Budget For Bangor 
Bangor, Me., June 13.—The commit- 
tee on finance of the city council re- 
ported the appropriation resolve for 
1907, carrying $405,232, the largést 
budget in the history of the city.

Principal of 
High School 
At Syracuse

master of the Quincy High school, 
as principal of the High school in that 
city. It has been known to a few 
that the school committee of that city 
have been considering Mr. Harper fo: 
some weeks. They have been in search 
ot the man needed since early 
January, and the country has been 
thoroughly canvassed, and it is not 
only a great compliment to Mr. Har- 
per, but to the city as well, that ne 
should be the one selected. 

it is with reluctance that Mr. 
Harper will sever his connection 
with the schools of Quincy, aud it 
Was nol without careful consideration 
that he has decided to accept. Severa: 
olters were made him at an increase 
of salary only to be turned dowa vy 
him, Then an increase was suggested 
that much larger than the 
salary paid in Quincey that he coulJ 
nol readily refuse and it was pracii- 
understood some weeks ago 
that if he was elected at the salary 
hamed he would feel bound to ac- 
This means that Mr. Harper 
will complete his work in Quincy at 
the end of the present term, this 
month, 

The school to which he goes Js 
practically a new building, having 
been erected in 1902, at a cost of 
$540,000. It is one of the largest High 
schools in the country, having an en- 
rollment of 1800 pupils. 

Mr. Harper, when seen by a rep- 
resentative of the Ledger, said that 
he should accept the position offered 
with reluctance, as his relation with 
the pupils and people of Quincy had 
been very pleasant, not a thing to 
mar the harmony having arisen since 
he Came here in 1899, He felt under 
the circumstances that he could not 
do otherwise. : 

Mr. Harper was born in Woonsocket, 
R. L, in 1869. His education he re- 
ceived at the High school in his na- 
tive city and at Brown University. 
He also took courses at Harvard and 
Cornell. While at college he taught 
night school at Woonsocket. His first 
school was the Walpole High, where 
he taught from 1892 to 1895. From 
1895 to 1897 he taught at the Bridge- 
water High, and from 1897 to May 
1899, at the New Britain, Ct., High, 
coming to Quincy that year.

ness In Massachusetts 


TWO SCORE CLOSE DOORS 


Headquarters In Boston Had Various 
Branches Throughout the State-- 
Futile Eftorts to Secure Member- 

* ship In Consolidated Exchange 
Boston, June 14.—The anti-bucket 


shop bill, which originated in the Mas- 
sachusetts legislature as a result of a 


local paper's fight to close out the 
bucket shops in Boston, and was 


fostered in the house by Representative 
Higgins of Somerville and in the senate 
by Senator Vahey of Watertown, be- 


!came a law at midnight last night, by 


virtue of the statute which provides 
that all bills carrying a peualty, unless 
otherwise. provided, become a law 30 
days after enactment. 

As a result about 40 so-called bucket 
shops in Boston, with their various 
branches throughout the state, yester- 
day closed up their business entirely or 
moved outside the state, the penalty of 
$1000 fine or one year’s imprisonment 
being more than the more venturesome 
cared to brave. 

The legislation of recent years and 
the agitation against bucket shops has 
tended largely to reduce the number of 
these shops in Boston in recent years, 
and the last measure closes out al! 
houses which cannot show bona fide 
written statements giving ful! informa- 
tion as to every sale or purchase exe- 
cuted, with the names of the parties 
from whom such property is bought or 
to whom sold, the place where the 
transaction took place and the price 
obtained. Under the new law a refusal 
to furnish such statements to a party 
doing business is to be considered 
prima facie evidence that the transac- 
tion is “bucketing.” 

One of the largest conceriis affected 
has already sought to make its heat- 
quarters in Providence and will do a 
telephone business from this city. 
Other houses will endeavor to connect 
ic a similar way with the Boston offices 
of the New York Consolidated Stock 
Exchange. 

Au endeavor has been made to sound 
the sentiment for a local exchange sim- 
lar to the New York Consolidated Ex- 
change, but the outlook does not ap- 
pear to be promising for Its establish- 
ment. A number of the local brokers 
have been seeking membership in the 
New York Consolidated Exchange, but 
it is said that President Budd has ex- 
pressed himself as opposed to receiving 
such Boston members. 

The closing of the houses in Boston 
throws 50 telegraph operators, as well 
as a large number of clerks and boys, 
out of employment. 


“‘Invaders’’ Put to Rout 

New York, June 14.—New York's 
harbor defenses, forts Wadsworth and 
Hamilton, were called upon yesterday 
to show what they could or would do 
in case of an invading foreign fleet. 
Several small vesseis, supposed to rep- 
regent the giant machines of war, work- 
el inside Sandy Hook, and started for 
the Narrows. In a few seconds the 
range finders in the forts had done their 
work, and for nearly half :n hour the 
guns threw imaginary shells all over 
the invaders. The fire got so hot that 
the ships turned tail and retreated. 
The umpires announced no decision. 


“Innocent Visit’? Near Midnight 

Harrisburg, June 14.—A_ sensation 
was caused here by the discovery that 
William L. Mathues, former state treas- 
urer, who figures in the new capitol 
scandal, was detected looking over the 
books of the treasury department about 
11 o'clock at night by one of the clerks 
of that department and a political lieu- 
tenant of Mathues from one of the 
other departments. Mathues insists 
that his visit was an innocent one, as 
one of the clerks had offered to show 
him the system of bookkeeping now in 
use. 


Hopeful Signs In France 

Paris, June 14.—The government 
has secured the adoption by the cham- 
ber of deputies of the first clause of Its 
bill intended to provide relief for the 
winegrowers. It Is unnounced that the 
disaffection of the troops has been ex- 
aggerated and it is established that the 
Strike of the municipalities in support 
of the winegrowers’ demande at pres- 
ent Involves only about 10 percent of the 
disaffected area. 


Bomb Outrage on Farmer 

Washington, Pa., June 14.—What is 
believed to be a Black Hand outrage oc- 
curred at the home of James Kefover, a 
farmer, when a glycerine bomb ex- 
ploded, partially wrecking the building 
and tearing a large hole in the ground. 
Nobody was injured. Kefover had re- 
ceived letters threating to blow up his 
house unless be left $1000 at a desig- 
uated spot. 


Bakers Driven Out of Business 

Warsaw, June 14.—This city is suf- 
fering from a bakers’ lockout, which 
promises to be the beginning of a gen- 
eral anti-socialist movemert. Em- 
ployers declare that the exaggerated de- 
mands of the socialists, the continual 
strikes and bloodshed and terrorism 
make it more profitable to quit busi- 
ness than to continue under present 
conditions.

Remembering the fiasco of the strike 
called after the dissolution of the last 
douma, the committee is hesitating to 
adopt this measure, although delegates 
from the workmen in all quarters of the 
city report that the conditions are ripe 
for a successful industrial strike and 
that there is a possibility of extending 
the movement to the severul railroads 

centering in St. Petersburg. 

The situation, however, is not con- 
sidered propitious for the spreading of 
the strike throughout the country, and 
the possibility at the present moment 
of an open revolutionary movement or 
ermed uprising is regarded by the com- 
mittee as entirely excluded. The pres- 
tige of the military organization has 
been particularly affected by recent ar- 
rests, which have almost eitirely nulli- 
fied the effects of the propaganda in 
the army. 

The demand of the government for 
the surrender of the 55 deputies in ques- 
thon came as a complete surprise. Dur- 
ing the past fortnight it has been per- 
sistently and positively reported in gov- 
ernment reactionary circles that it had 
been decided to abolish the present 
douma as a pernicious element in the 
life of the state, and that the cabinet 
was determined to seize upon or manu- 
facture a pretext for dissolution at the 
first favorable opportunity.

They had just got seated 
when a man paid 7 shillings to clear 
them out, and they paid another 8 shil- 
lings to sit on, and so it went on. They 
arrange ull this themselves, and this is 
their way of giving to the cause.

sideration in the legislature yesterday 


and the legislative committee on rail 
roads had plenty of work mapped out 
for them when they met in executive 
session. 

The feature of the day's events was 
the submission to the committee on rail- 
roads of a bill drafted by Speaker Cole 
o? the house of representatives and au 
accompanying explanation of the points 
in his bill which he wished emphasized. 

While in some respects Cole's bill is 
a drastic. measure, it recognizes that 
there is a sentiment in favor of the 
proposed consolidation. The bill pro 
vides for a stay of proceedings for one 
year. Before the consolidation can be 
effective it must receive the approval 
of the state board of railroad commis- 
sioners after a public hearing. 

Attorney General Malone also ap- 
peared before the committee on rail- 
roads and submitted a bill which pro- 
vides that there shall be no consolida- 
tion without the express authority of 
the legislature and the approval of the 
railroad commissioners. This bill is un- 
derstood to have the approval of the 
governor. 

Representative Luce offerec an order 
in the house calling on the state tax 
commissioner to transmit a statement 
showing the corporation excise last as- 
sessed upon the two railroad corpora- 
tions in question and his opinion of the 
probable effect upon the common 
wealth and the cities and towns of an 
exchange of stock two com- 
panies. 

Other bills that were before the com 
mittee were the Brandeis bill. submit 
ted Iast week, which seeks to prevent 
the consolidation absolutely; a bill of 
fered by Representative Luce provid- 
ing for the office of a state controller 
of railroads, and two bills that were 
drafted last week by Attorney General 
Malone. 

Accompanying a letter addressed to 
the chairman of the committee on rail- 
roads, Malone submitted a draft for an 
additignal bill by him. It provided 
against the passing of the control of a 
corporation chartered by the common- 
wealth into the hands of « corporation 
er individual unless directly within 
and subject to the jurisdiction of the 
commonwealth, and made the penalty 
for the violation by a railroad corpora- 
tion $10,000 and a fine of $1000, or im- 
prisonment of six months to one year 
or both, for any officer or agent of a 
corporation violating the law. 

A wide interpretation was given the 
word “railroad corporation” to include 
a joint stock association, partnership 
or trustees. The attorney general ex- 
pressed the belief that the committee 
would be able from one or all of his 
bills to frame all legislation desired in 
the merger case. 

The committee, in closing with an 
executive session for the day, took a 
test vote upon the Cole bill and the re- 
sult was a vote of 7 agaiust the bill 
aud 6 for it.

United States Kept Promise 

Boston, June 19.—On his !ast visit 
to Boston before he returns to his native 
lend to further honors from 
his government, Sir Chentung Liang 
Chang, the retiring Chinese minister, is 
being entertained by a nun:her of dis- 
tinguished Bostonians. 

He announced that the most im- 
portant news that he had received since 
he left Washington was the fact that 
the American government would not 
insist on the payment of $24,440,778.81 
which was originally demanded be- 
cause of the sufferings of residents of 
this country during the Boxer troubles, 
but had instead agreed to accept $11,- 
655,492.69. China had agreed to pay 
the former amount. 

“Four years ago.”’ the ambassador 
said, “your government was good 
enough to promise me that when the 
time arrived, as a token of sincere 
friendship for China, the original fig- 
ures of the indemnity wou'd be re- 
vised. 

“They have been true to their prom- 
ise. I have received a note from Sec- 
retary Root in which he says that the 
president directed him to say that in 
his message to congress he would be 
pleased to recommend that China 
would be relieved of all obligation In 
excess of the final revised amount of 
the indemnity.”

ing Co, was today awarded the con- 
tract to build one of the mammoth 
20,000-ton battleships for the United 
States Navy. 

A dispatch from Washington to the 
Daily Ledger this noon states that the 
Fore River Shipbuilding C o.will build 
one of the two battleships at a pric 
approximating $4,500,000. 

The dispatch states that while the

These battleships will the largest in 
the world even exceeding the famous 
Dreadnought of the English navy. 

The plans of the battleship are of 
the Fore River Company's own de- 
sign, and it is said she will be the 
mistress of the Dreadnought, per- 
marksmanship and general 
skill aboard being equal. She will 
outfight the pride of the Japanese 
navy, the Satsuma. She will be as 
much the superior of either of those 
vessels as either one is superior to 
anything in the United States navy 

This Fore River battleship can 
hurl a twelve-inch shot farther than 
other vessel afloat, the Dread- 
nought not excepted. She will have 
a larger displacement than the Dread- 
nought by about 4,000 tons; she will 
be longer by 30 feet, broader by six 
feet and a half, just as fast, more 
steady, of smaller draft and of un- 
questioned greater general efficiency 

What would happen if the Dread- 
nought and the Fore River, each 
manned, officered and manoevered 
with all the efficiency of the two na- 
tions, were to meet in battle? 

Take the force of the broadsides, for 
example. The Dreadnought could 
utilize eight of her twelve-inch guns 
abeam at once. The Fore River could 
reply with twelve. The best ship of 
the United States, the Michigan, could 
answer with eight. 

Take the efficiency of the guns that 
can be brought to bear astern. The 
Dreadnought could employ six. The 
Fore River could spout fire from ten 
the Michigan four. Ahead, the Dread- 
nought can work six, the Michigan 
four and the Fore River eight. 

That is, the Fore River will have 
33 per cent. more strength ahead than 
the Dreadnought, 50 per cent. more 
abeam and 66 per cent. more astern. 
It makes the satisfying general su- 
periority of just 50 per cent. 

The highest twelve-inch guns of the 
Dreadnought are 35 feet above the 
water line. The highest of the Fore 
River will be 42 feet, and there will 
be four pairs of guns 34 feet above 
the water line,

LIMITATION. OF ARMAMENTS 


United States Reserves Right to Bring 
Question Before Peace Conference 

The Hague, June 20.—The surprise 
of the second session of the peace con~- 
ference was the formal! reservation by 
Genesul Horace Porter, in behalf of the 
United States, of the right to present 
the question of limitation of arma- 
ments. Together with this, he also re- 
gerved the right to introduce the ques- 
tion of collection of contractural debts 
by force. 

This reservation is believed to indi- 
cate a firm resolve on the part of the 
Wasliington government, after seeing 
the trend of the situation here, to raise 
the question later if it becomes appar- 
ent that the subject is going by default. 
lt ean be stated positively, however, 
that no proposition has yet been formu- 
lated by the American delegates, but 
this action bas renewed the hope that 
the United States will bring up the 
question of limitation and has given 
great satisfaction to the pacificists. 

Another interesting feature of the ses 
sion Was Baron Vou Beiberstein’s no- 
tification that Germany intended to of- 
fer the proposition of am annual prize

As the news spreads it is thought 
that further disturbances will take 
place. The outbreaks in Narbonne, 
Perpiguau, Montpellier and other 


places are regarded as of ominous char- 
acter, Orders have been wired to the 
Thirteenth chassuers at Beziers to pro- 
ceed forthwith to Narbonne. 

The government Was put on its de- 
fense in the chamber of deputies yes- 
terday afternoon when it wus asked to 
justify the repressive measures adopted 
against the rebelllous winegrowers of 
the south, but after subjecting Pre- 
mier Clemenceau to a hot tire the depu- 
ties decided to postpone unt!l today a 
formal interpellation on the subject, on 
which the fate of the ministry hangs. 

Clemenceau declared his intention to 
repel attacks on public buildings until 
driven from his post by the chamber. 
He added that his orders to the troops 
were not to fire except as a last resort, 
that the use of rifles 
was to uphold the law and 
the united republic. 

Clemenceau, Who spoke, to a_ tu- 
multous house, was frequenily inter- 
rupted by the din and was addressed in 
insulting terms. He closed bis remarks 
with intimating that be had no particu- 
lar desire to remain in power.

The Narbonne Disturbance 

Narbonne, June 21.—Tbe riotous 
element of the populace of this place 
eakt off all restraint yesterday after- 
noon and the city became the scene of 
many Wild excesses. 

A secret police agent was patrolling 
the Promenade des Barques when a 
mob suddenly invaded the street. They 
seized him and clubbed bim until he 
was senseless. Then they riddled the 


body with bullets and pitched it into 
the canal. Later they fished the body 
from the water and, attaching a rope 


to it, dragged it through the streets, act- 
ing ferociously all the while. 

When the troops arrived the mob at- 
tempted to rush the soldiers, but the 
latter fixed bayonets and repelled the 
assaults. Revolvers were drawn by the 
rioters and the troops were fired upon 
until they were forced, in self-defense, 
to shoot. Numbers of the mob fell, 
four persons being killed, among whom 
Was a girl 20 years of age. Eleven 
others are known to have been wound- 
ed, while many others were carried off 
by friends. Several casualties oc- 
curred among the gandarmes. Police 
officers were attacked and savagely ill- 
treated and maimed, but none killed. 


Incendiarism Resorted To 

Perpignan, France, June 21.—A des- 
perate attempt was made last night by 
a crowd of rioters to burn down the 
prefecture. A’ fire was started simul- 
taneously in four quarters of the build- 
ing. The crowd fought off the fire 
brigade for a time, but, assisted by the 
troops, the firemen finally svcceeded in 
extinguishing the flames. The build- 
ing, however, was badly damaged.

Haywood the Victim of Conspiracy 
on the Part ot Mine Owners 
Boise, Ida.. June 24-—Wiliam D. 
Haywood, having already pleaded not 
guilty to the charge of murdering for- 
mer Governor Steunenberg, and having 
beard the evidence the state of Idaho 
has placed before the jury in support 
of its charge, will today formally as- 
sert his entire innocence and outline 
the evidence he purposes to produce. 
Clarence Darrow, for Haywood, will 
gay that his client is not only not guilty 
of conspiracy to assassinate Steunen- 
berg, but that Haywood is iv fact the 
victim of a conspiracy to disrupt the 
Western Federation of Miners and un- 
der the gal procedure to con- 
demn to death the chief officers of the 
federation of which Haywood is the 
secretary and one of his co-cefendants 
under the indictment, the 
president.

Ketcham occupied the position of 
teller In the bank, and assistant to the 
cashier, David H. Lewis, who, like 
| Ketcham, was sentenced to seven years’ 
imprisonment, following the discovery 
of a shortage of about $50.000 in 1902. 
Ketcham has served five years aud two 
months, the remainder of his sentence 
) having been cancelled through. general 
good behavior, particularly through his 
bravery in preventing the escape of fel-

| low prisoners, 
It has been said that in all the his- 
tory of criminal affairs !n Vermont 


there has never been a federal prisoner 
in whom so much publie interest has 
centered as has been shown in the case 
of Ketcham, In spite of his incarcera- 
} tion he has managed to keep closely 
in touch with outside affairs. By mgil, 
correspondenge and by telephone, be 
has conducted undaunted!y a campaign 
against political interests which, he as- 
serts, were responsible for his down- 
} fall. He has busied himself with ef- 
| forts to prove that his conviction was 
'a miscarriage of justice. 

In addition he has written a_ book, 
giving his version of affairs which 
brought about the failure of the bank 
and attacking prominent persons of the 
state, and he has also compiled and pub- 
lished a volume of laws relating to the 
duties of police officers, sheriffs and 
court officials of Vermont. The pro- 

) ceeds of these books he used to pay the 


| cost of a divorce suit which he prose- 

cuted successfully from h.s cell, and af- 
terward to pay for the suppoft and edn- 
cation of bis young son. 

Lately his activity has found expres- 
| slon in the writing of a play based on 
what he alleges to be the true story of 
the bank wrecking, and it is announced 
that next fall he will tour the state as 
the principal in this drama. his object 
being to rehabilitate himself, if possi- 
| ble, in public esteem, and to impress the 
} people with the idea that he was made 

to suffer for the wrongdoing of others. 
Ketcham was one of the younger meu 
| in Vermont politics and had served two 
|terms in the state legislature. In De- 
cember, 1898, he accepted a position in 
the Farmers’ National bank. and on 
April 1, 1902, the doors of the institu- 
tion were closed by order of the bank 
examiner. Lewis, who had been cash- 
ier for 14 years, and Ketcham were ar- 
rested and convicted. Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Allen, who was vice president of 
the bank, was also arrested, but was 
subsequently absolved from. blame. 

The first part of Ketcham’s sentence 
was served at the Chittenden county 
| jail In Burlington, and it was while 
there that on two different occasions he 
prevented jail breaks. When three 
years of his sentence had expired an 
effort was made to secure a pardon on 
account of the bravery he had dis- 
played on those occasions, but the move 
was unsuccessful. Upon leaving the 
Addison county jail yesterday, Ketcham 
went to the home of friends, with whom 
he will remain until his plans for his 
| histrionic campaign are completed.

Washington, June 25.—Officers re-

complain bitterly of the hardships of 
the camp life, following as it bas in 
many instances, long periods of practice 
mnarches, Camp service, Maneuvers, etc., 
in this country, and of the exorbitant 
prices which, the Cuban 
tariff, they have to pay for tobacco and 
other things which they are compelled 
to buy. 

The men receive 20 percent addi- 
tional pay, but they maintain that this 
far from equalizes their expeuses. For 
instance, cigarets which can be bought 
for $1.25 a carton in Baltimore, cost the 
men in Cuba $3.50 a carton. Matches, 
which they can buy at the post store at 
Iort Myer at the rate of 12 boxes for 
cost them in Havana 5 cents a

5 ceuts, 
box. 

An officer who accidentally left his 
pillow out of his bedding ro"! sought to 
replace it in Havana, and was asked $9 
for a three-pound pillow made of 
chicken feathers, while he could have 
bought the same thing for $1 in this 
country, and numerous other instances 
night be cited. 

For a time the men were permitted 
to buy their supplies from the com- 
missary department, but because a few 
of them were detected selling such sup- 
plies in Havana, the privilege was re- 
voked. The men claim that they should 
have this privilege again, and assert 
that it would go hard with any comrade 
who was caught endangerirg it. They 
even urge that a regulation forbidding 
such sale be issued, so thut any man 
violating it could be court martialed. 

The representations of the men are 
supported by the testimony of the offi- 
cers, Who submit that their men are 
not “mollycoddles,” but are willing to 
take their turn at hard service when 
the necessity exists, but they say that 
the men, knowing they must expect 
hard service in Cuba and the Philip- 
pines, chafe under orders requiring 
them to make long practice marches 
when such are unnecessary, and to 
spend weeks drilling the militia In 
manauvers in the intervals between 
their periods of foreign service. The 
officers declare that if that sort of thing 
is not checked it will seriously discour- 
age re-enlistments. 


Wife Murderer Electrocuted 

New York, June 25.—John Johnson, 
a wife murderer, was put to death in the 
electrie chair in Sing Sing prison. 
Johnson murdered his wife, Catherine 
K., at their home in Yonkers, N. Y., two 
years ago, in the presence of their two 
young children. Albert T. Patrick, con- 
victed for the murder of William M. 
tice, took a deep interest in Johnson, 
when the two were confined together 
in the death house of Sing Sing prison 
and it was through advice given by him 
that Johnson, by appeals, was able to 
stave off death up to yesterday. 


Police Want to Find Conductor 

Hartford, June 25.—The local police 
have been asked to locate David C. 
Maroney, conductor of the passenger 
train which collided with the work train 
here Sunday night, killing eight men 
and injuring 40. Maroney has not been 
seen since a few minutes after the dis- 
aster Sunday night. He appeared at 
his home in a frenzied condition, told 
his wife about the wreck and then went 
out. Since that time his wife has not 
seen him. 


Governor Wants Deadlock Broken 
Albany, June 25.—Governor Hughes 
sent to the legislature last night a spe- 
cial message urging the passage of a 
constitutional apportionment before the 
final adjournment. This measure has 
been the cause of a deadlock in the leg- 
islature for some days. ‘The general 
impression seems to be that an extra 
session is, despite the governor's ur- 
gent objection, probably inevitable.

Boston had the unenviable distinction 
of being the hottest place on Uuxcle 
Sam's weather wap, with a tempera- 
ture of 91. Twenty-five prostrations oc- 
curred in this city. 

Lightning struck two transformers 
of the Rockingham Light and Power 
company at Portsmouth, N. H., and tied 
up 100 miles of street railway supplied 
with power by this company.

Representatives of Italy, France 
and England Honored 


EMINENT GUESTS AT DINNER 


Old Great Influence 


Touched Upon--Jusserandand Root 
Ad- 


University’s 


Have Praise For Roosevelt 
ministration--An Ovation to Bryce 


Cambridge, Mass., June 27.—James 


Bryce, ambassador of Great Britain; 


Jean J. Jusserand, ambassador of 


France; Luigi Prince of Sa- 
voy and Duke of Abruzzi, and Elihu 
Root, secretary of state, formed a group 
among the recipients of Harvard's Lon 
orary degree of doctor of !xaws who 
made this commencement distinctively 
au occasion of international interest. 
Others who received the same degree 
were Woodrow Wilson, president of 
Princeton university, and Professor 
Paul Vinogradoff of Oxford university. 

At tbe alumni dinner in Memorial 
hall Attorney General Bonaparte pre- 
sided, as president of the alumni asso- 
ciation. The Duke of Abruvzi was the 
first speaker. He expressed gratitude 
for the degree conferred on bim. “Hur- 
vard,” he said, “is considered one of 
the most active intellectual centres in 
the world. I am proud to pay a warm 
tribute to this university in the name 
of my country. This is indeed more 
than a university of merely local fame. 
In this university I see the highest ex- 
ponent of the true spirit of American- 
ism in the field of science and re- 
search.” 

Attorney General Bonaparte then 
spoke. He urged that it was the duty 
of Harvard to educate men from whom 
this democratic government could 
choose able and honest statesmen. 
There is too great a tendency, he said, 
among present politicians to seek that 
profession for profit. “We need,” he 
declared, “men who will enter this life 
prompted by unselfish motives and by a 
desire to serve their country rather than 
for personal ends.” 

President Eliot of Harvard made a 
brief address, in which he urged the 
financial needs of the university. He 
said the recent action of the institution 
in raising tuition rates and the policy 
of maintaining a high standard of en- 
trance examinations were wise. 

Governor Guild, the next speaker, 
touched on national problems, and said 
the railroad problem was the greatest 
of these and needed to be studied with 
great care. 

Ambassador Jusserand expressed his 
appreciation of the degree awarded 
him. He paid a tribute to the great in- 
fluence of Harvard. Keferring to the 
present national administration, he de 
ciared that President Roosevelt had 
made himself the most beloved man in 
the world. He highly approved of 
Koosevelt’s international activity. 

Ambassador Bryce received a great 
ovation when he arose to speak. The 
alumni rose, waved handkerchiefs aud 
hats and cheered him loudly. sryce 
was much affected by this greeting. He 
sald that this and the fact that he had 
been awarded a degree by Harvard 
were evidences of the strong friendship 
between England and America. He 
scid America was to be congratulated 
on the financial support her universities 
received and on the fact that so large 
a proportion of the population was at- 
tracted to her educational institutions. 

Secretary Root also was warmly 
greeted. He acknowledged his indebt- 
edness to Harvard for many things, be- 
ginning with the friendships formed 
when he was a student here and ending 
with the degree just awarded him. 
He warmly praised the administration 
of President Roosevelt. He said thet 
this administration would be recorded 
in the future as one of the greatest of 
all American administrations in service 
and in its influence upon the future 
policy of the country. 

President Wilson of Princeton con- 
trasted Harvard and Princeton, and 
said that Harvard's advocacy of change 
and advancement and Princeton's con- 
servatism working together produced 
very satisfactory results. 

Former Secretary of the Navy Long, 
the last speaker, made a short address 
on matters of personal interest to the 
alumni. 

A gift of over $100,000 to Harvard 
university from the class of 1882, which 
is celebrating its 25th reunion this June, 
was announced at the Harvard alumni 
meeting by President Eliot.

took as an indication of his attitude in 
regard to the nomination by the Repub- 
lican party of a successor to President 
Roosevelt. 
the dinner. 

When Taft arose to speak he was 
given a most enthusiastic greeting. His 
story was of a Kentuckian who had 
yoted each year the regular Republican 
ticket until finally a Republican gov- 
ernor bad been elected. Then he went 
down from his mountain home to 
Frankfort to see if he could be of any 
further help to the party. He stopped 
at the best hotel first, but as time went 
on and his means diminished he grad- 
ually cut expenses until he finally 
brought up at the free lunch counter. 
One day he was seen driving slowly out 
of Frankfort and was asked where he 
was going. He replied mournfully that 
he was going back to the mountains, 
Lut added: “I have heard a great deal 
of talk about the office seeking the man, 
but I have not seen any of It. If you 
see any office seeking the man, how- 
ever, say that you saw Jim Secrubbs 
going down the Alexandria pike, and 
that he was going —— slow.” 

Mr. Taft then added that there were 
many there, including Senator Knox 
and himself, who were going slowly on 
the road to retirement.

at Cripple Creek, and was an accom 
piice in the lndepenudence station crime 

On direct examination by Mr. Dar 
row, Davis went over the story of his 
working life and made positive denial 
of every statement of Orchard that in 
volved him or his associates tn any form 
of crime. Devis denied that he was 
even a member of the union when the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine was 
blown up. <At of his gen- 
eral story Davis swore that at Cripple 
Creek during the strike Orchard told 
him of the Hercules mine affair and 
threatened to kill Steunenberg. 

The cross-examination of Davis by 
Mr. Borah was severe and searching 
It was chiefly devoted to the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan affair and the circum 
stances under which Orchard made the 
threat against Steunenberg. 

Mrs. Lottie Day of Denver testified 
that in 190 Orchard told her about 
the loss of his interest in the Hercules 
mine and that he said he would kul 
Steunenberg for the wrong done him. 

John-D. Elliot swore that Orchard 
told him on a train in Idaho in the fall 
of 1905 that Orchard was in the em 
ployment of the mine owners and that 
there was a plot against the federation 
and its leaders. Cross-examination 
showed that Elliot had twice been In au 
insane asylum with a mind unbalanced 
by family troubles. 

John M. O'Neil, editor of The Miners’ 
Magazine, was the only other witness 
during the day. He testified that Or- 
chard came to his office early in 1905 
and asked for the addresses of Govern- 
or Peabody and General Bell, who, he 
said, should be “bumped off.” O'Neill 
said that he referred Orchard to a city 
directory. 

The state used the cross-examination 
of O'Neill to make it clear that the

Philadelphia, June 27.—The highest 
price ever paid for an ancient or modern 
coin, $6200, was paid for the New York 
Brasher doubloon at the first of a five 
days’ sale here of the coin collection 
of the late Matthew A. Stickney of Sa- 
lem, Mass. The bidding for the piece 
was spirited, and it was sold to an 
anonymous bidder. This piece, of 
which only six are known, by many re- 
garded as the rarest of all American 
coins, was struck bn New York city in 
1787 by Ephra im srasher, a jeweler.

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CORNELL ONCE MORE 


Captures Intercollegiate Varsity 
Race For the Eighth Time 


CLOSE FIGHT WITH COLUMBIA 


Spectators in Doubt Until Judges 


Announced Result--Syracuse Wins 
the Four-Oared,Contest--Wisconsin 
Freshmen Row to Victory 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 27.—Cor- 
nell Won the university eight-oared race 
of the 
eighth 


intercollegiate regutta for the 
time late last evening, in the 
most exciting contest ever rowed over 


the four-mile Poughkeepsie course. 
Cornell's time over the course 
20:02 2-5. Columbia was second, Unit- 
ed States naval academy third, Penn 
sylvania fourth, Wisconsin fifth and 
Georgetown sixth. Syracuse did not 
finish, her shell being swamped a half 
mille from the finish line 

The Ithacans won by the narrowest 
margin from Columbia until the 
finish lipe was crossed and the Judges 
that had won the 
thousands of spectators, both afloat 
aud ashore, Were in doubt as to which 
the victory. 

Cornell and Columbia fought for the 
honors of the race over the whole four 
miles of the course and at no time dur- 
ing the entire were the two 
shells more than 25 feet apart. Colum- 
bia led for over three miles and then 
Cornell took the lead, only to lose it to 
Columbia again. In the last 100 feet of 
the Cornell, by a tremendous 
spurt, shot the nose of her shell out 
ipto the lead and swept over the finish 
line under the glare of a big searchlight 
on board the United States monitor 
Arkansas, five feet ahead of Columbia. 
The Anuapolis crew rowed a magnifi- 
cent race and finished two lengths be 
hind Columbia. 

Syracuse captured the honors of the 
university four-oared shells from Cor- 
nell, Pennsylvania and Columbia, 
which finished In the order named. 
Syracuse finished two lengths ahead of 
Cornell and her time over the two-mile 
course was 10:37 1-5. 

Wisconsin won the freshmen eight- 
oared shells over the course of two 
miles, leading Syracuse the 
finish line by one length and covering 
the distance In 9:56. Pennsylvania was

New London, Conn., June 27.—A 
sharp electrical storm in the upper part

Thames river flows, broke tbe spell of 
sultry weather and made prospects for 
today’s regatta of the Harvard and Yale 
crews most excellent. In the Harvard 
quarters there is not the buoyance of 
feeling that there has been, but the 
joss of Gordon Glass has not caused 
depression. Yesterday afternoon Glass 
tried to board a power boat and fell 
overboard. He was very weak and had 
to be taken ashore. The nature of his 
apparent illness has not been deter 
mined, but it is thought that it may

No Light on Launch Sinking 

Norfolk, June 27.—Two United 
States inspectors of steam vessels have 
fi'ed their official report on the investi- 
gation made by them into the sinking 
of the steam launch of the United 
States battleship Minnesota, when six 
midshipmen and five seamen lost thelr 
lives. They say that they “have failed 
to find anything which would aid usina 
solution of the problem and are there- 
fore unable to determine the direct 
cuuse of the casualty.” 


Eight Men Blown to Atoms 

Houston, Va., June 27.—As the re- 
sult of the premature explosion of a box 
of dynamite near Tola eight men were 
killed outright and six others seriously 
injured. The accident happened 
in a deep cut where a force of 15 men 
were engaged In railroad construction. 
For some distance around the scene 
heads, arms and legs were picked up, 
the victims all being blown to atoms. 
Whe cause of the explosion Is unknown.

ALMOST A CLOUDBURST 


Great Damage by Rain and Hai! Fol. 
lowed Day of Excessive Heat 

Boston, June 27.—Greater Boston 
gweltered through a day of excessive 
heat and humidity and experienged the 
effects of a terrific electric storm, ac- 
companied by hail and high wind in 
portions. One death and 17 prostra- 
tions in the city proper give but a 
slight estimate of the suffering expe- 
rienced, while the dumage to property 
during the storm !s estimated at thou- 
sands of dollars. 

The storm, which occurred late in the 
day, was most severe in Medford, Wake- 
field and Mattapan. At Medford it as- 
stmed all the elements of a cloudurst, 
sweeping down upon the city with 
slight warning, the rain wishing out 
streets and flooding cellars, while big 
hailstones cracked windows, ruined 
greenhouses and levelled many young 
crops. The storm passed over a sec- 
tion of this city given up to market 
gardening and here the greatest damage 
was done. Dozens of greenhouses 
were ruined by the hailstones and the 
damage of these and the market garden 
crops of lettuce and spinach !s estimated 
at $6000. Five great shade frees on the 
public streets were twisted off at their 
bases and thrown into the highway. 

At Mattapan square an electric ear 
was struck by lightning and the pas- 
sengers badly frightened. but no one 
was Injured. It was necessary to shut 
off the power on the street car lines in 
this district. 


Conferred on Senatorship 

Providence, June 27.—At a confer 
ence between members of the Repu 
can League of Rhode Island, supporters 
of ex-Senator Wetmore, and members 
of the Republican party who- sup- 
ported Mr. Colt in the receut senatorial 
struggle, the situation in the’ coming 
campaign was discussed, bti no agree- 
ment was reached. Jue league repre- 
sentatives sought to have the party 
unite on Wetmure, but the Colt men 
thought that a third candidete would 
be stronger.

rines. Eight artillery companies will 
be located at Fort Adams und five at 
Fort Greble. 


Naked Man Killed by Train 

Natick, Mass., June 27.—An_ un- 
known man, entirely nude, who was 
standing on the railroad track here 
and refused to move when warning 
whistles were sounded, was struck and 
instantly killed by an expresstrain. It 
is thought the man might have been 
bathing in Lake Cochituate and, con- 
templating suicide, went to the tracks 
nearby and deliberately sought death. 


Workmen Amend Constitution 
Boston, June 27.—The grand lodge of 
the Ancient Order of United Workmen 
has closed its annual convention in this 
city. An important amendment to the 
constitution provides that the grand 
lodge will not assume any responsibil 
ity in an offer of benefit or ald to mem 
bers upon the part of subordinate 
lodges.

Court Sustains Haywood Prose- 


cution’s Contention 


QUESTION OF CONSPIRACY

Btate Laid Foundation For Its Evi- 


dence--Defense Cannot Have Equal 
Latitude In Effort to Show Exist- 


ence of Counter Conspiracy 


Boise, Ilda., June 28.—A ruling made 


by Judge Wood while Edward Boyce, 
Western

for years the leader of the 


Federation of Miners, and 


wealthy mineowner of the 


d’Alenes, 
William D. Haywood, may limit ma- 
terially the showing of the defense as 
to the existence of an alleged counter 
couspiracy ugainst Haywood and his 
associates. 

Mr. Darrow, for the defense, claimed 


that same latitude in proving counter 


couspiracy that the state enjoyed iu 
showing a conspiracy. Mr. Hawley, 
tor the state, contended that it bad di- 
rectly shown the existence of a con- 
spiracy by Harry Oreburd, and by so 
doing had laid the foundation for and 
made the connection of all the evidence 
subsequently offered on the subject. 
He sald that the defense was trying to 
show a counter conspiracy by proving 
various isolated instances and certain 
general conditions, none of which were 
connected with the case and for none of 
which a proper foundation had been 
laid. 

In ruling, the court accepted in part 
the contention of the prosecution and 
limited the proof of the defense along 
this line to events in Colorado and the 
Coeur d'Alenes connected with the case 
as now established. 

Boyce was the principal witness of 
the day and his testimony was chiefly 
devoted to the history and work of the 
Western Federation. He denied the ex- 
istence of an “inner circle’ or that 
there had ever been a conspiracy in the 
organization to do an illegal act. The 
chief importance of Boyce’s cross-ex- 
amination was the production of a 
speech by him at the convention of the 
federation at Salt Lake in 1898, in 
which he said that every union should 
have a rifle club and every member a 
rifle, that the federation could march 
25,000 armed men in the ranks of labor. 

3oyce would not agree with the ac- 
curacy of the quotation, but saying 
that the sentiment was correct, de- 
clared with spirit that hen he spoke 
the words imputed to him he had in 
mind the misconduct of statg troops in 
Colorado, the use of troops elsewhere 
against the federation, and the consti- 
tutional right of all citizens to bear 
arms, which was as much the right of 
the miner as the aristocrat. 

William Easterly, one of the most 
important witnesses In the case, was 
called just before adjournment and his 
testimony will be continued today. He 
occupied the witness chair long enough, 
however, to deny directly the  state- 
ments of Orchard, charging him with 
criminal misconduct in Colorado. 


Clemenceau Is ‘‘Up Against It’’ 

Paris, June 28.—All the extreme Left 
groups with which Premier Clemen- 
ceau has been affiliated in the past are 
now on the warpath, because, as they 
allege, he has turned his back on his 
former associates and since May 1 has 
resorted to methods of repression char- 
acteristic of the reactionaries. The en- 
tire representation in the rebellious re- 
gion of the south, irrespective of party, 
is also against him. Almost a score 
of Interpellations have been introduced 
in the chamber of deputies. 


Canadians Seeking Concessions 

Paris, June 28.—Premier Laurier, 
Minister of Finance Fielding and Min- 
ister of Marine Brodeur of Canada 
have returned here from their trip to 
Italy. There was a lengthy exchange 
of views with President Fallieres re- 
garding a more advantageous com- 
mercial arrangement between Canada 
and France, negotiations for which can 
now be regarded as officially begun. It 
is learned that the visit of the Canadian 
statesmen to Italy was unproductive 
of results. 


Salvationists’ Welcome to Booth 

London, June 28.—Fresh from the 
honors conferred upon him by Oxford 
university, General Booth, head of the 


; Salvation Army, was given a remark- 


able ovation on his return from the 
world’s tour. An enormous gathering 
of Salvationists in Albert hall last 
night welcomed Booth, still wearing 
his Oxford robes. He described his 
tour of 45,000 miles and how he held 
93 meetings and addressed 140,000 peo- 
pie. 


Holmes Tells His Story 

Washington, June 28—In the trial 
of former Associate Statistician Holmes 
of the agricultural department on the 
charge of conspiracy to defraud the 
government, an entire day was con- 
sumed in the examination of Holmes 
himself. His testimony covered most 
of the specifications of the government 
and he denied practically all the 
charges.

Sharp Advance In Wheat 

Chicago, June 28.—Wheat yesterday 
went above the dollar mark, the Septem 
ber option selling ou the floor of the 
Board of Trade for $1 and the Decem 
ber delivery for $1.08. The advance 
was caused by the report of a statls- 
tician, who last April estimated that 
the winter wheat crop of Kansas would 
be 60,000,000 bushels.

Houston, Va, June 28.—Judge 
Barksdale, who is presiding over the 
trial of former Judge Loving for the 
murder of Theodore Estes, decided 
against the admissibility of evidence 
by the prosecution tending to disprove 
the story of mistreatment told to her 
father by Miss Elizabeth Loving, rul- 
ing that the truth or falsity of the 

story has no bearing on the case. 


Must Go to Isthmus or Resign 

Washington, June 28.—When Secre- 
tary Taft returns to Washington he is 
expected to announce the fate of Jo- 
seph B. Bishop, the $10,000 secretary 
of the Isthmian canal commission. He 
was given the alternative of betaking 
himself to the isthmus or of resigning. 
Bishop is a personal friend and ap- 
pointee of the president.

Boston and Maine with the New York, 
New Haven aud Hartford railroad until 
specific authority be given for such a 
consolidation by the legislature passed 
what is practically its tinal stage in the 
legislature late yesterday. 

After an all-day discussion of the 
measure it Was ordered to engrossment 
by the senate by a vote of 36to2. The 
ouly 
placed in the governor’s hands for his 
signature is the concurrent action of 
the house on a minor amendment. It 
is the opinion of those who have fol 
lowed the measure in its novel legisla- 
tive career that the house will make 


Boston, June 28. 
fhe proposed merger of 


that the bill will be sent to the chief 
executive today. 

The bill, as it now stands, framed 
along general lines “to restrain the con- 


almed directly at the proposed merger 
of the two greatest New England rail- 
road systems, is the outcome of nearly 
a month’s concentrated attention at 
the state house. 

During this consideration, beginning 
with a message from Governor Guild 
warning the legislators to safeguard the 
interests of the commonwealth, no less 
than 10 different measures were sub- 
mitted to the legislative committee on 
railroads to either restrict or prevent 
the merger. Both the presidents of 
the two great railroads concerned were 
heard, besides several interested par- 
ties, and when a bill was finally de 
cided upon by the committee and sub 
mitted to the legislators no less than 
a score of amendments were proposed 
Of these suggested changes, only one 
was adopted. This was offered by 
Senator Faxon, making the restrictive 
legislation not apply to railroads ac- 
quired before May 1, 1907. 

This amendment, and in fact the 
whole bill, was attacked by Senator 
Vahey during the debate yesterday, as 
being altogether to weak. The Faxon 
| amendment, he argued, practically 

nullified the intent of the act, inasmuch 
| of a great deal of Boston and Maine 
stock was acquired by the New Ha- 
yen road or “its friendly Interests” 
prior to May 1, 1907. Vahey offered an 
| amendment to set the date further back 
so as to allow no possible chance for 
the New Haven road, which he charged 
with already defying the laws of the 
commonwealth, to further evade the in- 
tent of the law. This amendment, 
which was offered both Wednesday and 
yesterday, was each time killed, as 
were many minor changes suggested by 
other senators. 

In a long speech Vahey vehemently 
charged certain Republican members 
with playing politics in connection 
| With the bill, and In a vigorous attack 
upou President Mellen of the New Ha- 
ven road he charged him with having 
openly admitted before the railroad 
committee that he had violated his own 
agreement, and the law of the state as 
well, in certain leases and purchases of 
electric railways in Massachusetts, 
Senator Vahey also ventured to as- 
sert that If it had not been for Speaker 
' Cole’s ambition to become lieutenant 
| governor next year he would never 

bave introduced any bill. He practical- 

ly branded the measure as a farce, and 
as an invitation to the New Haven cor- 
| poration to absorb the Boston and 
| Maine. Taking the attitude that the bill 
| was better than nothing, he announced 
that he would vote for it if no more 
stringent measure could be given con- 
sideration. 
| When the bill came up on the ques- 
tion of referendum to the people at 
next fall’s election the proposition was 
killed by a vote of 20 to 18, with seven 
Republicans recorded in the affirmative. 
In the vote upon engrossment Senators 
Buttrick of Lancaster and Schuster of 
Worcester were the only members to 
oppose.

Battleship 


The fate of the Fore River Ship- 
ding Company of Quincy, Mass., 
to securing the contract for one 
of the proposed two new 20,000-ton 
battleships is hanging in the balance, 
ays a Washington dispatch of Fri- 
day to the Herald. 

The question whether the New- 
port News Company can build a ship 
for the surprisingly low figure of 
$3,985,600, the question whether one 
of the vessels shall be built at the 
Brooklyn navy yard and a diffenence 
of opinion between Secretary Metcalf 
the President and the board of con- 
struction, are giving the navy de- 
partment some concern. 

Secretary Metcalf today had a con- 
ference with his bureau chiefs, and 
later with representatives of the Fore 
tiver and Newport News companies. 
These two lowest bidders gave re- 
newed assurance of their ability to 
build the ships. 

Recently strong representations 
have been made to the President by 
Represntative Waldo of New York and 
others to have one of the ships built 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, and the 
President ordered a _ thorough in- 
quiry. Congress fixed a limit of 
$6,000,000 for the hull] and equipment 
of each vessel. Government  con- 
structors estimate that the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard could do the work for 
$5,500,000, but the Fore River bid is 
nearly a million than this.

They remained but 
a short time and left to go to the sixth 
Jevel, where they were killed. Wood 
Swore that when he reached the shaft 
20 minutes later the powder was gone, 
and it was a reasonable inference that 
McCormick and Beck took it with 
them. 

Wood testified that be had seen a re- 
volver in Beck’s pocket: that the frag- 
ments of one revolver was found in 
the sixth level, and that the bodies of 
McCormick and Beck were blown 
apart, indicating that the explosion 
had occurred between them. Orchard 
gaid that he fixed a revolver with a 
wire attachment that when the 
safety bar was raised it would send a 
bullet into the giant powder he had 
placed. One witness for the state has 
sworn that he later found a wire at- 
tached to the safety bar, but Wood said 
that he carefully examined the safety 
bar and found uothing attached to it. 

William Easterly and C. D. Copley 
both swore that they heard Orchard tell 
of the loss of the Hercules mine and 
tbreats to kill Steunenberg for it. On
